They have been in con- 
stant use for over thirty years since 
the water works system was started 
in this city. According to the report 
of the board they have nearly reached 
their limit of usefulness and .are worn 
considerably. Since the time of the 


, installation o£ these pumps new im- 
i provements have been made and as 
the pump which was purchased from 
the Kenosha plant is modern in every 
way it was deemed necessary to make 
the purchase for the good of the city.
